Dictators Fear Internal 
Conflict 


Although there is always the 
Possibility of some nation drop- 


ping a spark in the powder-keg of 
European nations and causing an- 
other world war, in the opinion 
of Dr, Abram Leon Sachar, pro- 
fessor of history at University of 
Mlinois and international lectur- 
er, the possibility of another 
world conflict is remote despite 
the present “jittery state of Euro- 
pean nations.”

It is prudent for the individual to save money, 
But it is not an indication of business activity 
when so many people leave so much money piled 
in the banks, drawing small interest or none 
What must be lacking is confidence. If the owners 
saw opportunities to invest with a fair chance 
to make something more than the small interest 
paid them by the banks, ordinarily much of this 
money would be drawn out and put to industrial 
and commercial use 

The deflation taught everybody that nothing 
i8 80 secure as money, and that security is more 
important than profits. Those lessons are not 
likely to be soon forgotten. Unless parliament 
can devise means to prevent the value being 
squeezed out of property when another slump 
arrives, multitudes of badiv-bitten investors will 
prefer to keep their savings “liquid”; and re- 
covery will be retarded in consequence. 


A BY-PRODUCT OF WAR 

At Vancouver five Chinese were sentenced 
to seven years in prison for conspiring to dis- 
tribute narcotics in British Columbia The 
specific charge, on which they are yet to be tried, 
is that they did a two-way trade, smuggling 
opium into Canada and machine-guns from 
Canada into China. 


The drug traffic is so peculiarly villainous and 
so insidious that it is a matter of more than local 
concern when a gang is caught operating any- 
where. If there is any such traffic in Alberta, 
the supplies must come from outside, and most 
likely come through Vancouver. 

When to the potential profits from smuggling 
“dope” into Canada there is added the prospec- 
tive profits from smuggling arms into China, 
it can be readily seen this quintette had the lines 
laid for an immensely lucrative business 

The moral cannot be ooked the 
authorities in other Canadian cities.

QUININE 
The three hundredth anniversary of the in- 
troduction of quinine to civilization will be ob- 
served this week in Washington, D.C 


The healing properties of the chinchona bark 
were made known to civilization by the Inca 
Indians in February, 1636, when the physician to 
Countess Ana, wife of Don Luis, Count of Chin« 
chou, Peru, treated her for malaria with the 
bark of a tree which the Indians had brought 
into Peru from Ecuador, She recovered and her 
husband, Count Chinchou immediately started 
an expedition to the mouth of the Amazon to 
procure some of the bark and later took it to 
Spain. In 1642, Cardinal de Lugo of Spain took 
the bark to France and toured the country, treat- 
ing malaria sufferers with some success 

In its three hundred years’ history, quinine 
has proved a boon to mankind in the prevention 
and treatment of malaria, influenza and other 
fever diseases. With the progress of science 
in draining mosquito infested marshes in malaria 
districts, the dread scourge is being slowly van- 
quished. There is much constructive action in 
Southern States of the United States in battling 
malaria, 


It is only in comparatively recent years that 
the action of quinine in preventing malaria has 
been understood. Exhaustive research by the 
League of Nations Malaria Commission resulted 
in a recent recommendation of the use of quin- 
ine in daily doses of six grains as a preventative 
of malaria during the malaria season. The pre- 
ventative has resulted in a marked decrease in 
malaria in countries where research was under- 
taken. Based on recent international medical re- 
search and study, quinine is also recommended as 
a preventative of influenza if taken in three-grain 
doses, during the influenze season 

Chinchona bark was not named until one 
hundred years after Countess Chinchon’s re- 
covery, when Linnaeus, great Swedish botanist, 
named it chinchona bark in her honor. The word 
quinine is derived from “quina-quina,” a term 
which the aborigines of Ecuador applied to the 
bark.—National News Features. 


DOES HUMAN NATURE CHANGE? 
By John Dewey, Famed Philosopher. 


I shall not attempt to dogmatize about the 
causes of modern wars. But I do not think that 
anyone will deny that they are social rather than 
psychological, though psychological appeal is 
highly important in working up a people to the 
point where they want to fight and in keeping 
them at it. I do not think, moreover, that any- 
one will deny that economie conditions are 
powerful among the social causes of war. The 
main point, however, is that whatever the 
sociological causes, they are affairs of tradition, 
custom and institutional organization, and these 
factors belong among the changeable manifesta- 
tions of human nature, not among the unchange- 
able elements. 

I have used the case of war as a typical in- 
stance of what is changeable and what is un- 
changeable in human nature, in their relation 
to schemes of sucial change. I have selected the 
case because it is an extremely difficult one in 
which to effect durable changes, not because it is 
an easy one. The point is that the obstacles in the 
way are put there by social forces which do 
change from time to time, not by fixed elements 
of human nature. This fact is also illustrated in 
the pacifists to achieve their ends by 
sympathy and pity. For while, 
have said, the kindly emotions are also a 
constituent of human nature, the channel 
take is dependent upon social condition: 
There is alway great outburst of these 
kindly in time of war. Fellow feeling 
and the desire to help those in need are intense 
during war, as they are at every period of great 
disaster that comes home to observation or im- 
agination. But they are canalized in their ex- 
pression; they confined to those upon our 
side. They occur simultaneously with manifesta 
rage and fear against the other side, if 
t always in the same person, at least in the 
community generally. Hence the ultimate failure 
of pacifist appeals to the kindly elements 
native human nature when they are separated 
from intelligent consideration of the social and 
economic forces at work

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Your Health

The best way to find adhesions is to examine 
the patient with the fluoroscope while he is in &@ 
standing position. It is not possible to see ad- 
hesions but they may be located by one trained 
to look for them who uses the fingers to move 
the abdominal organs. When the examining 
doctor finds a spot in the colon which is so fixed 
or tight that he is unable to move it normally, he 
knows he has located the adhesions. 

As the patient is being examined the color 
is clearly visible because of the barium whicl 
has been used and it is very easy for the phy 
sician to make a close study of it. Intestinal ad- 
hesions are frequentiv-found in the lower right 
hand side and the patient may discover them for 
himself by using the fingers and trying to reach 
in and move the parts around. When the adhe- 
sions are severe, he finds very little movement 
because of the colon being so tightly bound by 
adherent tissue 

In my experience I have worked out a tech 
nique for breaking down adhesions discoverable 
by the fluoroscopic examination. The method 
used with the greatest success consists of a deep 
manipulation. The bloodless surgeon following 
this method will be able to separate the organs 
bound together by the adhesions without open- 
ing up the abdominal wall. Considerable skill 
is necessary in order to bring about the rght 
effect and the treatments must be continued for 
several weeks or months. 


While the treatment is being used, the patient 
should be re-examined with the fluoroscope at 
intervals and such re-examinations will demon- 
strate the improvement taking place. 


As the adhesions are banished the patient is 
often amazed to find that his chronic constipa- 
tion and digestive troubles are banished along 
with them. For example, I have seen it happen 
many times that the patient who has suffered 
most of his life from constipation takes the mani- 
pulative treatments which break down the ad- 
hesions and free the colon and discovers that the 
colon begins to eliminate regularly. Whereas 
before, the patient has depended upon “taking 
something” to bring about a movement, he now 
finds the colon able to cleanse itself in a satis- 
factory manner without his having to give much 
attention to the matter. 


Once the adhesions have been broken up the 
patient is ready to undertake the corrective 
treatment for the prolapsed condition which was 
probably the cause of the adhesions in the first 
place. These sagging organs may be raised to 
their normal position in various ways. 

One of the best methods to use is tc 
special exercises on the Slanting Board, with the 
feet higher than the head. Such a position will 
cause the organs to fall into their norma! posi- 
tions and the exercising will develop the neces- 
sary muscular strength to hold these organs 
where they belong. Treatments given with the 
Sine wave are also helpful. 

Tn a mild case of adhesions, the use of the 
Slanting Board alone will be sufficient to pro- 
duce beneficial results, provided the exercises 
are persisted in for a sufficient length of time 
Unfortunately, the average patient does not dis 
cover the adhesions untii they are more severe, 
at which stage manipulative treatment is neces- 
sary

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—W. W. writes: “My brother 
written me that he has been suffering from a 
disease called ‘Iritis. What are some 
causes of this trouble?” 

ANSWER: Iritis may be caused by a number 
of different conditions and is often due to injury 
or to an irritation brought about by chemicals 
Other common causes are disturbances in the 
digestive tract or the presence of foca! infec- 
tion. The patient notices a feeling of heat i: 
and about the eyes and also some tenderness. 
Occasionally there is a severe pain which grows 
worse at night. About the only way that I could 
compare the pain of Iritis with the pain of any 
other disease is to tell you that it is very simila 
to the pain which is found in trifacial neuralgia 
In some cases the attack of Iritis may last for 
several months. I advise that the patient secure 
assistance in the treatment of this disorder from 
an eye specialist, as there is always a possibility 
that a loss of vision may occur. It is a good plan 
to give the eyes a complete rest and to keep 
strong lights away from them. A helpful measure 
to relieve the pain is the application of hot 
towels. Of course, it is necessary to change the 
hot towels frequently and the application should 
be kept over the affected eye or eyes from ten 
to twenty minutes. In the average case, these 
hot applications should bg repeated about every 
four hours, but in severe cases it may be neces- 
sary to repeat them every two hours. I also sug- 
gest a fasting and dieting regimen. I would ad- 
vise that your brother consult an eye specialist 
near him who can examine the eyes and advise 
him as to any necessary local treatment which

Consequently, whatever 
vepresses and distorts the processes of educa- 
tion that might bring about a change in human 
dispositions with the minimum of waste puts a 
premium upon the forces that bring society to 
a state of deadlock, and thereby encourages the 
use of violence as a means of social change.— 
The Rotarian.

On This Date 


A Day in Canzedian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 

The fact that today is the annie 
versary of the death in 1862 of Sir 
John Beverley Robinson make 
apropos a passage I was reading 
recently concerning something that 
happened in Toronto just a hun- 
dred years ago this summer. Lord 
Durham had arrived at Quebec as 
governor-general and high commis- 
sioner to try to settle the political 
troubles in the Canadas. In July 
Durham visited Toronto and na- 
turally had a conference with the 
chief justice, recognized still as the 
| leader of the Tories although nome 
| inally he had retired from politics. 

Durham showed Robinson a draft 
| ef his plans for ending the political 

crisis, Robinson objected to a pro- 
posed abolition of the legislative 
councils (which he regarded as bul- 
warks for the safety of society), 
! and Durham told him that he had 
| modified his views on that point 
and proposed instead that each 
province should elect two members 
to the British House of Commons. 
But at that time the chief justice 
was ill and ‘unable to give close 
attention to Durham. 

But when Durham's report was 
published in 1839 Robinson was in 
England and was asked by the 
colonial secretary to submit his 
views. At once the question arose: 
Where had Durham got his “facts” 
about Upper Canada? He had only 
spent five days in Upper Canada, 
one at Toronto, the other four at 
Niagara Falls. In Robinson's views 
Durham's statements were “so pal- 
pably inaccurate” that he wondered 
| “whether they might not be the 
| utterances of some obscure political 
lecturer discoursing in the presence 
of one or more of the gentlemen of 
the Durham mission at the table of 
an inn.” So it was that the chief 
justice literally “made merry” with 
the Durham report. He was still, 
in faith, of the Family Compact and 
he could not see why the “common 
people” should have an equal say 
in government. For months Robin- 
sun was the spearhead of the 
| opposition at Westminster to the 
Durham proposals, but ultimately 
the colonial secretary hinted that he 
had outlived his leave, that his 
place was on the bench et Toronto 
and not at Westminster, and he 
came home. And in due time Dur- 
ham's proposal for union was 
adopted and the aristocrat of To- 
ronto had to accept it. He lived 
over 20 years after the union; bul 
was never active in politics, at least 
openly, after the union.

City council will request the 
Alberta legislature at the forth 


coming session to grant the city 
a charter amendment which will 
require persons to be self-sup- 
porting residents of Edmonton 
for a period of two years before 
being eligible for relief 

Existing regulations set one 
year's residence in the city as 
the qualification for relief, but 
due to the big influx of unem- 
ployed persons from _ outside 
points, council is seeking to ex- 
tend this period to two years in 
order to discourage the influx. 

Here are a few opinions on 
this proposal gathered by the 
Bulletin’s Inquiring Reporter:

Explaining the varied activities of 
Imperial Airways, the visiting lec- 
turer said that Croydon, the air 
port of London, is today used for 
these European services, while the 
Empire flying-boats leave from 
Southampton. 

“Imperial Airways today operates 
services from England to various 
European countries, to the British 
Empire, and twice-weekly services 
to Australia, over the 13,000 mile 
route, the longest in the world. 


EMPIRE MAIL SCHEME 


“There has recently been added, 
Mr. Gorton continued, “the begin- 
nings of the Empire mail scheme, 


by which it is hoped that eventual- 
ly all first class mail shall be sent 
wherever possible by air without 
additional charge. 

“Already this scheme is in opera- 
tion between England and South 
Africa and such mail goes by air as 
a matter of course at the rate 
formerly charged for surface trans- 
port,” he concluded.
